It is declared in Washington politi- 
cal circles that the Republicans are 
going to try to sidetrack the "tariff 
and increased cost of living" issue in 
the next campaign, and make [the 
party's big appeal for support on the 
currency question. Republican lead- 
ers in both branches of Congress are 
at work on speeches the import of 
which will be that "the business inter- 
ests will sufferjas long as the currency 
system remains as it -now is." The 
modified Aldrich plan on which the Re- 
publicans intend to go before the 
country provides for a $500,000,000 
"National Reserve Association," 
which prazticaly amounts to a central 
government bank. 

This reserve association will have 
power on issue emergency currency, 
and to practically dictate the banking 
policy of the country, and ;to control 
the credit of the business world— a 
vaet power. 

Democrats in Congress have fre- 
quently pointed out the danger of al- 
lowing the money power to become 
any more centered than it already is, 
and many students of finance contend 
that the proposed reserve association 
would be little more than a money 
trust, whose controlir.sg factor would 
very likely be the same group of men 
who now dominate Wall street and the 
Republican party.

The people of the United States >ay 
a sbu^idy in artificially high prices to 
the wool industry of at least $104,000,- 
000 a year according to the calcula- 
tions of Hon. Oscar W. Underwood, of 
Alabama, chairman of the t Ways and 
Means committee of the House of 
Rperesentatives. 

"The Payne-Aldrich tax of €1 cents 
per yard to say nothing of any increase 
ix tax as it pa?srs to the joDber.makcs 
not less than $104,000,000 paid each 
year to subsidize the wool industry of 
Amreica," says Mr. Underwood. 
"Now, the entire actual duties paid 
the United States on ,'all imports of 
woolens and worsteds in 1910, amount- 
ed to less than $15,500,000, which 
means that of the $104,000,000 extort- 
ed from the consumers cf woolens 
nearly $90,000,000 went to the wcol 
interests. 

"Is it fair or just or right to main- 
tain these enormous taxCs unduly the 
foster the buisness of less than one- 
f iurth of one per cent cf the people 
and to require ninety-nine and three'- 
fourths per cent to stagger under this 
enormous burden. I for one do not be- 
lieve the American people will justify 
the President in his veto of the wool 
schedule."

The design illustrated herewith is 
two feet high, two feet from front to 
back, and three feet long at the back. 
The shelves are each eight inches 
wide and three inches deep. The top 
one is three feet long, the middle two 
and one-half feet long and the bottom 
two feet long. These shelves should 
be covered with a couple of Inches of 
sand, In which the pots are to be 
plunged. If this sand is kept moist it 
will prevent unusual drying of the 
soil In the pots. The whole frame- 
work should be mounted on casters, 
preferably of iron, and braces should 
be placed at the back and across the 
bottom, as shown in the drawing.

CAUSE OF CHESTNUT BLIGHT 

Withering of Trees Is Result of Bor- 
ing by Insect Between Outer 
and Inner Bark. 

Thomas Davy Candy of Langhorne, 
near Philadelphia, declares that he 
has discovered the cause of the blight 
which is withering chestnut trees in 
the middle and south Atlantic states. 
A boring beetle, one-sixteenth of an 
inch long, black in color, which lays 
its eggs between the outer and the 
inner barks, is the primary cause, he 
says,. Grubs are hatched from the ; 
eggs, and these penetrate the soft In- 
ner bark, following its course around 
the tree trunk. Above the patch or 
the borer occurs the blighted appear- 
ance. Myriads of the tiny worms were 
found upon a single tree upon Mr. 
Candy's land, and the total result or 
their depredations was so extensive 
that the tree, he says, appears to have 
been scorched by fire. The blight has 
become so serious in Pennsylvania 
that the legislature appropriated 
$275,000 to a commission appointed 
by the governor to investigate the 
cause of the disease and to devise 
ways for exterminating it.

The arraignment of the gulity souls 
before the infernal judge, the heat 
Stirling scene on the banks of the Kiv- 
er Acheron are rendered with a dra- 
matic power and intensity, of which 
words can give but a faint idea.
